(4) Upon information and belief, on April 6, 2007 an e-mail reminder was sent 
to Dr. Keyes, and she responded on the same date that all papers had been forwarded 
to Dr. Ruberti. See Exhibit B. 

(5) Upon information and belief, on April 8, 2007 Dr. Ruberti sent an e-mail to 
the undersigned's assistant, Denise Mayhew, and informed her that he would address 
the "CPG assignments etc in May." See Exhibit C. Dr. Ruberti's e-mail concludes with:

(6) Upon information and belief, on May 22, 2007 Dr. Ruberti contacted Ms. 
Mayhew and to request copies of the "most current assignment and agreement" so that 
he could make changes to the language. See Exhibit D. On the same day, Ms. 
Mayhew sent Dr. Ruberti a combined Declaration and Power of Attorney, and an 
assignment. Ms. Mayhew deleted from the assignment the "modifications and 
improvements" language as Dr. Ruberti had previously requested. See Exhibit E. That 
day, Dr. Ruberti inquired as to which documents were due, and Ms. Mayhew 
responded. See Exhibit F. Dr. Ruberti responded on May 23, 2007 to request revisions 
to the assignment and compensation for his time to review the application. See Exhibit 
G. 
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(7) On May 30, 2007, the undersigned contacted Dr. Ruberti to table the 
assignment issue for the time being and sign the declaration. See Exhibit H. The 
undersigned also received a copy of correspondence from Dr. Stephen Spiegelberg, 
the President and CEO of CPG, to Dr. Ruberti. According to the letter, Dr. Spiegelberg 
enclosed $400 check to Dr. Ruberti to sign the assignment and power of attorney. See 
Exhibit I. 

(8) Upon information and belief, on May 31 , 2007 Dr. Ruberti e-mailed an 
declaration with revisions, and explained that he did not have time to read the patent 
application (described as "100 pages of technical paperwork"). Dr. Ruberti also stated 
that he would not sign the assignment, and he stated that he destroyed the $400 check 
sent to him by Dr. Spiegelberg. See Exhibit J. 

(9) On June 1 , 2007, the undersigned e-mailed Dr. Ruberti to inform him that 
the alterations he made to the declaration voided it. See Exhibit K. No further 
response or other communication has been received from Dr. Ruberti. A declaration 
complying with the requirements of 37 CFR § 1 .63 has not been received from Dr. 
Ruberti. 

(10) On July 2, 2007, Dr. Ruberti was notified by e-mail by the undersigned that 
a petition under 37 CFR § 1 .47 would be filed. See Exhibit L.
